By Local Lawyers, Who Are Quite Willing
te Make a Test Case,

TO SEE IF SUCH QUESTIONS MUST GO

Just 2 week from to-morrow 375 census
takers will be turned loose upon the citi-
zens of Pittsbarg, and judging from the ap-
pearsnce of things there will be the fiercest
kind of a fierce war waged wheno the “‘dear
public” is brought face to face with the
kmights of the portfolio. The still air will
ereep sway in despair and King Clamor
reign supreme, fair weather or foul. On
that eventful day the curtain will be rung
up on the great drama, showing the census
enumerator capering on the liberty of the
American people. Morn will be ushered in
by a ring at.the doorbell, followed by a list

of questions from the human interrogation
point that will tempt one to use wholesale
quantities of philologieal sin, and when the
shndes of cvening have stilled the ga
waorld’s busy hum there will be many lns
many an enraged, exasperated and irritated
private citizen, besive some very tired and
mournful census tukers,

The bowbshell which will touch off all
this explosion of wrath is contained in tweo
or three extremely disagreesble gueries that
Buperintendent Robert P, Porter has tacked
on the tail end of his list. The two which
are cunsing the most trouble are as follows:

A COUFPLE OF SAMFPLES.

Whether suffering from acute or chronic dis-
ease, with the name of the disease and the
length of tme afflicted with iz

Whetber defecuive in mind, sight, hearing or
speech, or whether crippled, waimed or de-
formed, with the name ot the defect.

In addition to these two guestions, there
are some 2fecting private debts, whose nst-
ure will involve considerable difficnlty,

A wtrong Tecling exists in well-informed
circles thut these questions are wholly uo-
warranted, and ‘rom the general tone and
churacter o' the remarks and opinions given
by lending Pittsburgers, there is a first-class
prospect lor some highly interesting and
imporiant oomplications to erystallize on
Monday week.

“1 eannot exactly anderstand the prejo-
dice which some people have sgninst x few
of the eensus questions,” said Mr, G. T.
Oliver, who hus charge of the United States
census in this city, when asked in regard to
the troubles expected to arise from the
queries menfioned sbove. “The people
should Juok st the matter in the
light of & plain, practical business transse-
tion, wiieh does not endanger their reputs-
tions in the least, mor expose themto a
breuth of euspieion. The public shounld
Luow that it is all conducted on sirictly pri-
vile principles, nnd pothing whatever will
livalged. The enumerator is sworn 10
waivimin  sheolute seorecy iy connection
with aov and all information that is given
him, and none need fear that anything will
be disglosed which would operute to their
prrsonal detriment,

“Iv regard 1o the objections which it is
thought wiil be raised to auswering certain
questious there is nothing to be said, exeept
that it should he borne in mind by those who
refuse to reply to all the queries that they
ure liable to imprisonment and « fine of $100.

HE HAS THE POWEL,

“Congress hus grunted Superintendent
Porter the power of nskiog all these ques-
tions, and conscquently the enumerators
will be expected 1o do their duty ana seek
all the inlormation embraced within the list
ol queries, 1t is true that we canpot get
strictly correct reports, becuuse there will be
some who will evade the truth, but enough
will be given for the authorities at-Wash-
ington 1o strike tolerably fair averages and
arrive at proper conclusions,

Fillea with this kind of information, a
ISP ATCH representative approached Major
Montooth 1 order to hear what the local
Gubernatorinl candidate thougnt of the
ceusits questions, o8 seen from a lawyer’s
standpoint, uud to learn some ‘neis in re
gard o the legality of some of the queries
nsked. “The six new questions that have
been added by Mr. Porter are euoungh to
wake n mun's blood boil," said the Majar.

“Will you make a test cuse out of itif
any clients come to you in regurd to re-
fusing to answer some o! the questions?”’ in-
lerrogated the scribe.

“Most sssuredly,” answered the Major.

Many otner promineat Pittshurg legal
lights were interviewed, and one and all un-
besitatingly provouuce the questions touch-
ing vn privaie siliirs vs impudent, totally
nucalled jor, unoectssary and an imperti-
ment prying into the family secrets of the
citizens. lo lact, everyome of the dozens
spoken to on the subject expressed the
opinion that Congress 1& permitting a elear
fniraction of the coustitutivanl rights of
private citizene  They all state thata test
exse can be wade of i, 10 see whether Cop-
gress bus the power to compel citineos to
give lworwmatiou respecting their private
aflairs, and o wake reiusal to do that a mis-
demennor, puuishiable by fine and iwprison-
ment.

In couversation with leading physicians
several iuteresting iucts were developed.

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VALUE OF ONE DAY.

A Decision That Shows How Much
Twenty-Four Hours May Imply.

HOW A WILL WAS MADE T0 READ.

Quite a Kumber of] Sentences Imposed in
the Criminal Court.

ALL THE NEWS FEOM LEGAL BOURCES

Judge Hawkins, of the Orphans’ Court,
yesterday banded down an opinion in the
matter of the petition of Mrs. Annie Laura
Bond, residuary legatee of the estate of M.
Avnas C. Simpson. Mrs. Simpson died
March 2, 1889, The will, dated November
10, 1888, bequeathed $2,000 to the Orphans’
Home of the U. P. Chureh, $1,000 to the
Third U. P. Church, of Allegheny, and the
residue of her estate to the Boards of Home,
Foreign and Freedmen’s Missions of the U.
P. Church. A codicil to the will, dated
February 2, 1889, changed the bequests,
giviog $1,000 only to the Orphans’ Home,
$500 to the Third U. P. Chareh, $500 to the
U. P. Church of Fleming, at Emsworth,
aod the residue of the estate to Mrs, Annie
Laura Bond, the adopted dsughter of her
deceased husband. .

Mrs, Bond filed a petition in court, elaim-
ing that the codicil brought the legacies of
the Third U. P. Chureh, Orphans’ Home
and the Chorch of Fleming, as well fis
those given in the original will, as in the
codicil, within the opersations of the act of
April 26, 1865, and therefore void, as having
been given within one ealen(ill month
beiore the death of the testator.

Judge Hawkios, in his opinion, said that
the first question to be considered was if the
month was to be computed inclusive or ex-
clusive of the days of the execution of
the codicil and the death of the testator.
The obvious meaning of the sct of As
semwbly was that a full calendar month
should elapse between. The words “‘at
least” must be allowed to have a meaning,
aud they impart this,. The general rule is
that the day on which an act is done is ex-
cluded from the computation of time, The
2d of March was necessary to fill out the
one calendar month prescribed by the sta-
tute, aod the codicil was therefore not made
one month betore death.

Continuing, the Court said that this
avoids the original legnoy given in the
codecil to the U, P. Churchof Fleming. In
the others the msuifest purpose was to re-
duce the amounts and not revoke. There
was no change except in the amounis of the
legacies, and the beneficiaries and uses were
the same as in the original will, aud there
was no word that expressed revocation, and
there is no appurent reason for revocation,

This decision gives the Third U. P.
Church $600, the Orphans’ Home §1,000,
and the balaace to Mrs. Bond.

Frank Smith, of McKeesport, convicted
of betrayal, on intormation of Kate Hutch-
inson, was sent to the workhouse for two

years,

Richard Coleman, eonvicted of illegal
liquor selling, was fined §500 and sent to the
workhouse for one year,

Lizzie McCarthy nod Mollie Camp were
ealled for sentence for larceny from tﬁa per-
son. Miss McCarthy appeared and was sen-
tenced four months to the workhouse, Miss
Camp had jumped her bail, and a bench
warrant was issued for her,

John King, for robberv, was sent ten
months to the workhouse, and George
Bwith, also for robbery, was sent five
months to the workhouse,

A RECEIVER WANTED
By One Member of n Firm Whose Partner

is Missing.

T. D. Casey filed a bill in eguity vester-
day against J. L. Trexler.

Both put in money, and each was
to have half of the profits. Casey alleges
that he advaneced the firm $800, und was to
receive iuterest on §1,941, which be loaued o
the firm.

VEXATIOUS AS EVER.

Not Much of a Chance for & Redne-
tion of Coal Rates to Chicago.

HOW THE TARIFFS ARE ARRANGED

Talk of Catting the Window Glass Sched-
" ule to the Pacific.

A PLEA FOR THE SUKDAY EXCURSIONS

The problem of lower freight rates on
Pittsburg coal to Chicago continues to be as
vexations as ever. The present raie of §2 25
to the Windy City is too high to give the

coal operators & chance to compete in
the Chicago markets. The Chicago middle.
men accuse the railroads here of forming a
combination to keep up the rates, and it has
been suggested as a solution to the difficulty
that the coal operators and dealers enter
into u contract to patronize the road that will
ve them the best rates. The only trouble
s that l.'l,m mines are located nrd l*l.: r;?e
roads, and such an agreement cou y
:'ie carried out with any degree of satisfac-
on.

The railroad officials here deny that any
ecombination exista to keap np the Chieago
rates on coal. General Freight Agent Frank
Dean, of the Lake Erie, said yesterday:

HOW CHANGES ARE MADE.

“There is nothing in that statement. The
railronds have simply entered into sn agree-
ment to make a certain rate on , 88 we
do on aoy other produbt. These rates are
fixed by the Pittsburg Committee of Freight
Agents, and no changes are made belore
the other roads are notified. There is no
attempt 1o keep up the rates, That is ridie-
ulous, 'The railronds nlways make the
lowest rates ible. It the coal rate to
Chicago from Pittsburg were changed corre-
sponding changes would have to be made
from the Hoeking Valley territory.”

It is claimed that the Baltimore and Ohio
road is in a better position to make con-
cessions than the Pennsyivania Company,
because the former rond has fewer interme.
dinte points to look after than the latter
line, The Baltimore and Ohio officials deny
this statement, and claim that the fact that
their road is the lon ought to be s
sufficient answer. Local railrcad men say
that even if the Baltimore and Obio carried
all the Pittsburg coal to Chicago at a lower
rate than the one established, it wouldn't
pay to make the sacrifice.

“There ure more ways than one of pinch-
ing the Baltimore and Oblo,” said one rail-
road man, “such & proceeding would de-
moralize all the present rates. We couldn't
treat any longer with the Baltimore ana
Ohio, and rate wars would be the resuls,
and no sgreements conld be maintained.

NO DANGER OF IT,

“But thers is no danger that such an
event will happen. The B. & 0. will not
reduce the coal rates without consulting the
other lines first."

General Freight Agent C. 8. Wright, of
the B. & 0., was not in yesterday, but
Division Freight Agent Galleher wns. He
whistled when told thé conl wen wanted a
rate of §1 750n coal to Chicago. ““Well,
we can’t blame the coal men tor wanting
rates as low as they can get them,
but the present tarifts have
been in existence for a long time, The rate
is ns low as we can make it. It is not true
thut any attempt is being made to keep up
the coal rates. I know ol no unusual agree
ment entered into by the roads eoncerning
coal, any more than the ordinary agreement
made shout rates on glass, iron, coke or mer-
chandise. The agenls agree on a uniform
slyllum of rates for all conditions, based on
the Chicago rates for Western poiuts, and
on New York for Eastern places.

“Suppose, for example, that the coal
men should combine and agree to take coal
from only that rond that offered the lowest
rates. How long would sach an agreement
be maintined? No time at sll. Io &
short period the rates would be foreed down
ta u low sum. No application, so far as I
know, has been made to the roads fer a re-
duction i rates by the conl men.”

THE REASON WHY.
Sunday Excarsions Called a Blessing to the
Waorking Classes,

A difference of opinion exists among rail-
road mansgers as to the propriety of
ranpning Sunday excursions. The Peon-
sylvania Company has instructed 1ts agents
to notify patrons that it is against the rules
of the road to run excursivns on the Sab-
bath day. The Baltimore und Ohio doesu't
stand on such high moral ground.

Said Division Pussenger Agent E. D,
Smith of the Iatter line yesterday: *I have
long made the question of Sunday cxcuor-
sions a study. The Baltimore and Ohio has
been a pioneer in the business, and we
do not run them for the purpose o1 revenue.
In a city like Pittsburg where the men work
hard all week in bot wills they deserve a
little fresh air on one day. The only day
thev haye is Sunday, and the Baltimore
and Obio officials hold that they ure doing
# ereat deat in offering Yacilities to all such
who way desire to go into the mountains or
the country., For this reason we propose to |
run Sunday excursions. At least®we can't
see thau by benglitting people we are doiag |
any harm.”
